About fort/ yean ago tbe Mon 
douUoj immigrated and settled la tbe 
Dakota* and la Manitoba, * tier* tho 
Canadian government aot aatda for 
them a great block of prairie, fort/ 
mile* load by twenty wide. Hera 
tho/ laid out their curious villager 
which had only one street, and that 
often a mile long, with log houses sat 
back from the roadway at the town 
ends of lbs long, narrow farma. Hera 
the/ lived and waxed fat, following 
thlr old country custom*, and became 
sol 14 and progressiva citizens. But 
while tho old people atlll lived, the/ 
ruled, and the old wavs were strictly 
followed In the household I remem 
her, writes a Youth’s Companion 
reader, how curiously ihclr method of 
heating the houses struck me when 1 
observed it for the first time. 

. A bllasard was shrieking across 
the prairie whta 1 drew my cutter 
Into the back shed and stumbled Into 
the great living room of the long, 
low log dwelling of the “kaiser" of 
the community.' The instant the door 
was closed 1 could feel my ears and 
noae tingle and burn aa they began 
to thaw. My host, a tall, angular, 
bearded man. and his "vrouw.’ who 
was short and dumpy, were very soli¬ 
citous In helplug m j out of my lialf- 
frozen buffalo-coat and woollen mltis, 
and Inquiring through the medium of 
a buxom daughter, after my health. 

The daughter, after a few gruff 
words from my host, asked me to be 
seated, and she "voutd pring rood.” 
80 1 looked about me for a hearth or 
stove where 1 could ait and toast my , 
self comfortably; but there was ap 
parently nothing of the kind In tho 
room. And yet the air waa stifling 
warm. It was the kind of beat that 
makes one feel almost sticky. A pec¬ 
uliar pungent odor also filled the air., 
and this, with the extreme heat, was; 
almost sickening to me. 

When I he girl arrived with the 
steaming bowl of stew. I asked her 
where the heat came from. She 
pointed then to a long, narrow, box- 
like structure that ran the entire 
length of ihfc room. I touched It. and 
hastily snatched away my blistered 
band. 

That was only another ancient 
Mennonite custom. These Mennon¬ 
ite* have unr stove for cooking, at the 
end of the great room, and another 
for healing. The latter la really a 
long clay flue, whitewashed like the 
rest of the Interior. It extends the 
full length of the house, about four | 
feet above the floor, against the wall 
It ends lu u chimney at one end. and 1 
at the other In a clay chimney box I 
When the house Is li be heated, a I 
fire of sticks is kindled In this box. 
and etok?d until the flame* roar the 
entire length of the flue. Then half 
dried stable refuse ia heaped on the 
flumes, the odor Is sealed, and the 
dwelling is warm, or rather suffocat¬ 
ingly hot, for the rest of the day. 

For a country that haa such cold 
glntera as have Manitoba and the Da 
Kota*, It la a most economical and 
efficient heating apparatus. But It 
has one draw liaca. The clay is Just 
parous enough to allow part of the 
fnmea of the slowly burning refuse 
to seep through, and consequently, 
when the best Is at its greatest, the 
air la fairly saturated with their pun 
gent, sickly sweet odor

It is decidedly unfortunate.that, after 
what appeared to be a settlement of tie* 
dispute, the Id trouble in the Month 
Wales mining district ia rw-appewring 
and tlie m*-n are laying down tbeir tools 
and going out ou atrike. 

The matter ia one of great seriousness 
for Uie nation as tlie cal from this field 
ia used exclusively in the navy, and If 
ibe men g<* nut and mu*in nut than tlie

lions agreed to at tlie lime of tlie con- 
f*-rence are not being «-ai ried out and 
tliey will vindicate their stand bv going 
oat on strike. Inevitable, it would ap 
pear, it will eveninnlly be a a aa foi 
Government intervention. Tlie iiiinea* 
who a re quite willing to work, —ami 
who throng I hxi i the war Itaye almwn a 
keen patriotism. Uimiaainls of fhelu en 
Bating and many of them having to he 
del erred therefr.uu as their work in the 
mintwwaaof aocb value, —fear that 
they are being exploited^ tlie ou nets;

A 8«er Who Had Faith Jn tha Groat 
Future of tha Dominion 

Mr AO Gardiner haa prod iced a 
very imb uing biographical sketch In 
hie recant UtUe volume on Uird 
titrathcuua. 

' Sydney dlmth said of Macaulay 
that he waa ilka a book In braechrs/ 
One may aay of Lord Strathcona (bat 
he is Ilka Canada in awaliow UtMa. Ha 
la not ao in tich a man ae a logend—tha 
legcud of half a contluent. You ahaka 
handa with him. and It la ae If you 
shake haude with a auction of the Brit- 
hit empire. You talk with him. and It 
la aa if Canada la before you tailing 
her astonishing atory. And If the ac¬ 
cent atlll betrays some hint of Iho 
Highlands, that only rpakes tha ira- 
pt/salon more complete, for the emin¬ 
ent Canadian usually haa bla roots In 
Srottlsh toll. There have been two 
great currents westward from these 
islands ucross the Atlantic O.'.n baa 
ttoauii from Ireland to the lotted 
States, one from Scotland to Can¬ 
ada. 

"The lad." he goes on. “reached the 
solitudes of labrador alone, unfriend¬ 
ed and poor, havlug travelled bun 
dreds of inilea on anowahoes. It waa 
the loneliest outpost of a lonely land. 
Canada, three-quarters of a century 
ago, was still an undiscovered coun¬ 
try. far more remote than Australia la 
today.

Discrimination Against Women 

Should be Removed 

Public interest haa been awakened 

by the circulation of petitions asking 
for the removal of a serious lujustice 
In the homesteading law Women, 
except widows with Infant children, 
are now denied homesteading rights. 
The discrimination works injuriously 
in many ways. A settler with a fam- 
11 or sons can obtain a homestead 
for each as he reaches the aga of 
I eighteen. A settler with a family of 
daughters is denied this right. On# 
result of this is tha strong Induce¬ 
ment to girls to leave the pioneer 
farming areas and seek employment 
In centres of population. Tho social 
and other disadvantages of pioneer 
life are thus augmented and perman¬ 
ent settlement discouraged. 

The exclusion of women from home¬ 
steading privileges not only weakens 
the response to th. crusaoe for a re¬ 
turn to tho land, but makes the borne- 
a’.eeder likely to develop Into an ab¬ 
sentee. The mau who performs set¬ 
tlement duties aa If in an obstacle 
race, without the Intention of .actual 
settlement, but with an outlook for 
speculative holding, le an obstruction 
rather Ilian an aid to development. 
Were the discrimination against wo¬ 
men removed there would be far less 
of this class of homesteading Tha 
entrance of women into many occupa¬ 
tions formerly reserved for men has 
not caused the social and economic de¬ 
rangements predicted, but has been 
almost Invariably advantageous from 
the standpoint of progress and de¬ 
velopment The change-requested In 
the homesteading law rests on a basis 
of equity tbat Is unassailable Neither 
on grounda of Justice nor expediency 
ran It longer be refused —Toronto 
Globe.

Accommodation Provided For at Loast 
1,650 Pationts 

In ordinary times the opening of 
Londun's biggest hospital would have 
been attended by some flourish of 
trumpets, says the, London Chronicle, 
hut In these days of war the new 
King George hospital at Waterloo, 
which has more beds under one roof 
than any similar institution In the 
United Kingdom, takes up its work 
without fuss whatever. 

On tbe opening day it received Its 
Aral batch of wounded from tbe front, 
and by the end of the week "00 men 
were under treatment there; but in 
Its modesty the hospital shuns any 
notice, and the Dally Chronicle was 
told that by war office in¬ 
structions no Information whatever 
was available for press or public. 

Bui as appeala era being made 
through the press to%the public for 
gifts for the furnishing of the hospi¬ 
tal and the welfare of the Inmates, 
some little Interest may be permitted. 
The hospital occupies the building In 
Btamford street which was being 
erected for the government station¬ 
ery office*, and Its six floors when 
fully equipped will accommodate 
1.658 patients. At present only the 
fourth and fifth floprs are In use, but 
tha completion of the other is being 
pushed-for ward with all spe?d. 

Two operating theatres sra to be 
provided on each floor; there are to 
be recreation moms and s roof gar¬ 
den. and some idea of tbe size of the 
building ran be realized by tha fact, 
which has leaked out. that 305 tons of 
asbestos sbecligg have been used In 
partitions, together with over 46.000 
square feet of glass, and that the 
2 £10 electric lamps bare utilized 55 
miles of wire- 


Every acre that

Russian Sister Saved Flag 


Conveyed Sacred Relic of Regiment 
to 'Hands of tho Emperor 
From Petrograd comes this stir¬ 
ring picture of a woman who saved 
tbe flag of a Russian regiment 

"Hair a dozen ‘Sisters of Mercy ar¬ 
rived at Petrograd after a threw 
weeks' journey from captivity In Ger¬ 
many. They were taken prisoners 
with all their wounded In a field boa- 
pital during tha earlier fighting ia 
East Prussia. Among the wounded 
was a soldier of a certain foot regi¬ 
ment who along with the 8isters waa 
sent back from the front to tha 
neighborhood of Berlin. The Ger¬ 
mans made Russian wounded early 
convalescents, sending them as pris¬ 
oners of war to a fortress 
“One of the convalescents, before 
being taken away, contrived to speak 
secretly with ona of ths Sisters, and 
confided to her that he bad with hits

It was the fifth Duke of Newcastle, 
secretary of state for war. with 
whom the Idea of the Victoria Cross 
originated The duke referred to the 
matter In.a letter to the Prince Con 
sort In January. 1855. but before the 
decoration had been Inatiuted by 
royal warrant popular clamor had 
driven the duke from office, and It 
was Lord Panrauru who submitted 
the first specimens of the Crocs for 
approval by Queen Victoria Her 
maj ‘*ly noted that the words of the 
origins! motto. "For the Brave." 
might lead people to InTer that only 
those soldiers and sailors were brave 
who rveived the Cross, and she sug¬ 
gested the present words, 'For Val¬ 
our," Instead The Queen also 
thought that the wearers of the Vic 
toria Cross might be allowed to bear 
some distinctive mark after their 
name*. "V.C." her majesty thought 
would not do. * K.G .** meant a 
Knight of the Garter, and “ALP.** a 
member of parliament, a persou be¬ 
ing designated, but one could not be 
called a ‘ Victoria Cross" "D.V.C.**

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PROGRAM OF CENTENARY PEACE 
CELEBRATION HAS BEEN MODIHED 

WONDERFUL UNANIMITY OF TWO GREAT NATIONS 


Forthcoming Celebration in Connection with the Hundred Years 
ol Peace will be Somewhat Curtailed Owing to the W'ar, 

But when War is Over a Large Festival will be Held 


Owing to the war the program of 
the forthcoming celebrations In con¬ 
nection with the hundred years of 
peace between Qreat Britain and the 
United States has been somewhat 
modified This decision haa been 
reached after consultation between 
the leading men responsible for the 
preparations. In the midst ot- a ter¬ 
rible conflict It did not appear seem¬ 
ly that public rejoicings should be 
encouraged. This part of the pro¬ 
gram, accordingly, has been postpon¬ 
ed till a more convenient seneon. 
When the war Is ovar and peace once 
more reigns throughout Kurope the 
festivities will be held on a scale that 

L Ul not only voice Canadian sentiment 
>ward the great republic to the south, 
but also give full vent to the feelings 
of relief that the most terrible war in 
the world s hlsto-y has been brought 
to a close 

The Canadian Peace Centenary as¬ 
sociation—which, by the way. is not 
and never has been a "Peace Society" 
—baa Just issued a pamphlet which 
ahfda an Interesting light on the tem¬ 
per prevailing between the Canadian 
and American peoples. The ratifies- 
lit n of the treaty of Ghent took place 
on February IT. 1S15, and on the 
centenary date great numbers of mes¬ 
sages were exchanged between the 
president of the Canadian **eact Cen¬ 
tenary association. Sir Edmund Walk¬ 
er. aud the governors of the States; 
b< ween cities and towns on both 
aides of the line; between boards of 
trade, and even between Individual 


Arms and their correspondents across 
the border- These are printed In the 
pamphlet, and bear witness to a cord¬ 
iality of spirit which affords a wel¬ 
come contrast to the dark animosities 
which make other contlnenta so 
dreadful a spectacle today. 

These messages display a wonderful 
unanimity o( conviction, aud it may 
be added that many ot those from the 
neighboring republic convey the 
heartiest good wishes for (he success 
of our cause. Another feature of the 
pamphlet la the description of the aer- 
vices held on Sunday, February 14, In 
an extraordinary number of eburefees 
in both countries 

The public celebrations of this tri¬ 
umph of reasonableness and good w ill 
should be one of the earliest events 
after the conclusion of the present 
dreadful struggle. 

In the meantime the most Import¬ 
ant part of the program Is being car 
ried through. The education of pub¬ 
lic opinion and the cultivation of a 
reasonable attitude of mind in the 
conduct of international relations are 
beiug emphasized. 

The mayor of Cleveland, replying to 
g message from Toronto, says; 

"The preaervation of peace for 100 
years between two greet peoples with 
an unfortlAed boundary of 4.000 miles 
Is the greatest achievement in the 
history of nations. May the next 100 
years further strengthen our cordial 
good will, and may our example teach 
meu everywhere the possibilities of 
permanent peace with honor." 


Prices Still Higher Seasonable Hints 


Coat of Living Haa Gone up Since the 
War 

The annual report of the depart 
m* ni of labor on prices of wholesale 
aud other goods during 1914 states 
that "the factor which chiefly affected 
Canadian price* during the year 1914 
was tht outbreak in August of the 
great European war. From January 
until April the general price level was 
steady with a alight tendency upward; 
thereafter there was a decline of two 
punts In the index number, during 
June and July, the latter being the 
lowest month of the yenr. The war. 
however, at once caused advances of 
sboul seven points, and lt\pugh there 
was a reaction almost immediately 
and although the year ended on ap 
proxlmaiely the same level as It be¬ 
gan. the effect ontyhe average for the 
12 mouths was a rise. 'The depart¬ 
mental index number < which Includes 
272 commodities! stood *1 136.1 for 
15*14, compared with 135.5 for 1913, 
and 134 4 for 1912, these numbers be 
I tig percentages of the average prices 
prevailing during the decade 1890-95. 
the period adopted by the depart 
mi nts as the baal* of comparison. The 
point reached In September, namely 
141.4, was the bigheat recorded by tbs 
ill partment since 1890. 

The chief increases for the year as 
s whole appeared in the groups, 
grains and fodder, which rose 14 per 
cent* animals and meats, 6 per cen» 
woollens. 8 per cent.; hides, 10 per 
cent.; drugs and chemicals. 7 per 
c.'nt. Haw furs declined 33 per cent., 
furl and lighting 6 per cent, and cot¬ 
tons 6 per cent, Food prices return¬ 
ed to the high levels that prevailed 
In the latter part of 1911 and early 
15H2. Meats were on a high level 
throughout the year, but showed 
weakness In the last three 
months- 

An appendix to the report gives the 
average retail prices of some 32 art¬ 
icles of food and of coal, wood and 
coal oil, and the rent of a representa¬ 
tive workingman's dwelling in each of 
the localities of the Dominion having 
a population of 10.000 and over for 
each year back to 1910. A statement 
showing the average weekly expendi¬ 
ture of a typical family of Ave on 
these staple commodities gives the 
cost of a budget of food at $7.73, as 
compared with $7.33 In 1913 and 1912, 
and $7 11 In 1911, and $6.95 in 1910.

Future Industrial Prosperity -Depends 
on Ce-operatien, gays American 
Paper 

A farmer banker conference haa no 
ordinary significance at this time- It 
la an opportunity to bring a iaggtog 
public opinion up to date. Free and 
easy America, willingly or unwilling 
iy, must pull Itself together for future 
Industrial prosperity In much the 
same way that Kurope In wsgtng the 
war. The enormous advantages of 
national co-operation will accrue to a 
country at peace as well as a country 
at war. la It to be supposed for a 
secqpd that Great Britain will let 
Lloyd George go at the end of the 
war In the face of the trade machine 
that the German government has per 
fected? 

- Cooperation that Americans have 
so voluminously talked about and ro 
generally neglected has now become a 
necessity. Bushiest men. legislators, 
producers, and consumers must organ 
tie If the United Stales is to take a 
position in proportion to Us slse. 
riches, ability and resources. In an 
age of world co-operation an exagger 
ated individualism must not confuse 
democratic progress. When America 
was sparsely {settled with hunters, 
herders, and farmers individualism 
was a practical and natural love Now 
millions of mouths are to be fed end 
heads kept busy through Industrial ac¬ 
tivity In domestic and foreign trad*. 
If the German government organises 
one of those efficient combinations 
known aa the cartel, to sell pencils in 
Peru, then the merchants of this coun¬ 
try must do the same 

But It does not mean that the Amer 
Icau government - is suddenly to be¬ 
come paternalistic or develop into s' 
Mate socialism. If tie Intelligent in¬ 
dividual accepts the new cooperative 
world end the banker will work twlth 
the farmer not for I .imedlate hut ulti¬ 
mate gains, public opinion will never 
Impose upon him. Co-op .'rat Ion In 
place of Individualism does not run 
counter to any democratic principles 
or theories, but merely puts them on 
trial again. Can an Individualistic 
democracy adapt Itself Intelligently to 
the methods that will bring the great 
est prosperity to the country?

1914, that thin war 
would he a prolonged one, hold good 
at the present time It is true that 
we are in ao Immeasurably better sit¬ 
uation than we were ten months ago, 
but our position today Is a* least as 
serious as It wn* then."

Or. Friedman Declares Elderly Men 
Are Valtabla ae Checks on 
Youthful Radicalism 

That a man's mental or physical age 
cannot always be measured by the ex¬ 
panse of years bs haa lived and that, 
unless distinctly or prematurely sen¬ 
ile. elderly men "can act as libraries 
of knowledge and experience, at coun¬ 
cillor! and advisors—if they have had 
the experience," declares Dr. Henry 
M Friedman, acting assistant surgeon 
of the United States Public Health 
Service, lie so states In an article In 
tba New York Medical Journal. 

"They should excel In strength of 
reason, cool Judgment, mature counsel 
and broad discretion." writes 9 Dr. 
Friedman. "Tba term senate is de¬ 
rived from the !«atln tries—tbe old 
men. the Roman aenato/s held their 
exalted positions for their age and the 
consequent qualities Y^t one may be 
aa much past the age of discretion aa 
before IL 

"The conservative tendencies of 
this period are valuable as checks to 
the exuberant radicalism of youtb 

The limit of age—of human life- 
writes Dr Frlendtnan, can be gauged 
only In a general way He directs at¬ 
tention to Thomas Parr, who died in 
1C36 at the age of 112 and mentions 
an account of a person livlug 370 
years. 

"The limit of life," he continues, 
"has been placed at six or seven times 
the time for maturity. The immediate 
cause of death Is generally some well 
marked disease. The morality among 
the aged is less than among the young 
and the more vigorous; the latter are 
naturally more exposed to the casual 
ties of life. 

"An old man, even of n bad constltu 
tlon. who bears a regular and sober 
life. Is surer of a '.ong one than tbe 
young man of the beat constitution 
who leads a disorderly life. Extravag¬ 
ance with life must everywhere he 
discouraged. Man does not die; he 
kills himself. 

"Religious life favors longevity, bo- 
cause it breeds an optimism, ease and 
contentment that help one to meet the 
adversities of life with more courage 
and endurance. 

"In order to enjoy life past forty It 
la said that one must have attained 
some degree of success. Nothing 
makes the contemplation of old age 
so discouraging aa to reAect upon past 
yaars or mere existence and no ac¬ 
complishment." 

The great general average for year* 
of activity In nil endeavors, says Dr. 
Friedman, la forty. He adds, however, 
that there have beeu many great 
works accomplished by a few really 
great elderly men. 

"When it is appreciated," he write*, 
"that there are rot more than perhaps 
Ave hundred really great men in the 
Malory of the world, ohe must under¬ 
stand what a very small percentage 
lave managed to break through the 
shell of mediocrity Gallon eatlmntrz 
that seventy per cent, of their work 
wae completed before forty-Ave and 
eighty ptr cent, before Afty years of 
»«* 

"Old age la a vascular problem and 
has been well expressed In the axiom 
thut a man Is as old as his arteries." 


Immigration Law Tightened 

Government Decides That Immigrants 
Muet Have Certain 8um of 
Money 

An ordcr-ln-councll has been passed 1 
providing that no Immigrant other 
than the member of a family shall be 
permitted to enter Canada between 
March 1 and October 31. unless the 
possessor of at least $25. The head of 
the family must have in his posses¬ 
sion $25 for each member of the fam¬ 
ily upwards of 18 years of age and 
$12.60 for each member of the family 
under that age Immigrants seeking 
to enter Canada between November 1 
and the end of February will be sub 
J?cted to tho same conditions except 
that the amount per head necessary 
to have will be $60 Instead of $25. The 
following exceptions to tbe foreftoing 
general regulations are provided ror in 
the order-ln-councll: 

is) That the immigrant. If a male, 
is going to assured empolyment at 
farm work, and has the meant of 
reaching the place of such employ¬ 
ment; or 

<b) That the Immigrant. If a female, 
is going to assured employment at 
domestic service, and haa the means 
of reaching the placw of such employ¬ 
ment; or 

(c) That the Immigrant, whether 
male or female, it one of the following 
description*, and le going to reside 
with a relative of one of the following 
descriptions, who Is able end willing 
to support such Immigrant, and has 
the means of reaching the place of 
residence of such relative; 

(1) Wife going to husband 

(2) Child going to parent. 

t3) Brother or stater going to 
brother. 

(4) Minor going to married or in¬ 
dependent plater. 

(5) Parent going to eon or daughter. 

These regulations will not tpply to 

immigrants belonging to any Asiatic 
rice.

Shortage of Labor 

A Famine of Unskilled Labor, le Pr>- 
dieted 

According to C P R. advlcce there 
is likely to be a shortage of farm lab¬ 
or in the west In the fall- There 
are alrealy over 100,000 of our Can¬ 
adian young men tinder arms, and 
the war may demand more, immi¬ 
gration la. of course, at a standstill. 
It will be impossible to get tnen from 
the east, where men are scarce, aud 
men who, after the harvest, would be 
a burden on tbe people. 

The question is. where will the men 
come from? The press Is advising the 
farmers to hire men now and to hire 
them Tor a year in advance. There 
la indeed, talk of a fam.ne of un¬ 
skilled labor In the fall. Many thou¬ 
sands of men, not merely from Can¬ 
ada. but tho States, have left for 
Europe, since the war started. Where 
will the men bond from, and parti¬ 
cularly In view of the added acreage, 
which will mean moredsber. us there 
Is fully 20 per cent, of increase under 
cultivation? The States expect! the 
largret crop *tn Its history, and ex¬ 
perts in the west Insist lhat our crop, 
if the favorable conditions are main 
talned. will be the largest that we 
have produced. It la now the ques¬ 
tion of labor .hat is agitating the 
minds ofdhe farmers. Several towns 
and municipalities Lave suspended 
their programme of public work in 
order that all the laboicrs possible 
should be on the land for the harvest 


Beat Food for Soldiers In Training 

The army purchasing commission If 
determined Insofar as possible to tee 
that the food purchased for soldiers 
in training nt the various military 
camps Is of the beat quality. 

A«.y complaints which are rnedf by 
the officers and mea will at once re¬ 
ceive tbe attention of thd commis¬ 
sion. 

Members of the commission stated 
that only superior articles of food are 
being bought, and delivery Is made in 
many cases directly to the camps 
where the inspect'on takes place. 

Some complaints have already been 
made m some cases ground coffee 
has been supplied Instead of whole 
coffee, ordered and paid for.

Germs public 
opinion Is at the present moment the 
moot Inarticulate in Europe, tbe p*cf 
pie have never been permitted to 
think politically, and International 
poiittes ore for the great majority a 
closed book. Rut each day reveals 
more outspoken criticisms of Ger¬ 
many's foreign policy, and the man In 
tbe street la faintly beginning to real 
Ixe that there must be a wide gulf be 
tween German "right" and that of 
other people's.

WHY GREAT BRITAIN OCCUPIES THE 
FOREMOST POSITION IN THE WAR 

ON DIFFERENT FOOTING THAN OTHFR NATIONS 

The Influence Which Drew Russia and France into (he Conflict 
Were Irrciistiblc, but Hritain was not Immediately Involved 
— Fighting to iive Every Nation a Riflit to Exist 


It is a fact at uuuenlablr as It Is 
remarkable, that although but remote¬ 
ly connected with the immolate con¬ 
ditions which precipitated the war. 
Great Britain occupies today tue post 
lion .of greatest prominence in the 
st.uggle The te.Titory In which the 
campaign Is raging Is not British terri¬ 
tory and tbe number of meu that 
Great BriUln"actuatly has engaged Is 
much smaller than that of eltner Rus¬ 
sia or France, yet. somehow the con¬ 
viction tax forced itself I uiu« upon 
the public uiind t‘ nt Great Britain 
really haa more at stake in this great 
conflict than either of her allies. ;\nd 
that the heaviest share of the tremen 
doug responsibilities of ihe war resit 
upon ihe British people. This thought 
as expressed by one writer will meet 
with acquiescence from all sides "la 
the Anal analysts the task of defcatl g 
G rruany is not Russia's task, nor 
France's tsk, nor Italy s task, but 
the task of 4h» British people." 

In casting about for pohsible rea¬ 
sons why the original order of promin¬ 
ence of the respective allied nations 
in this struggle, should have been thus 
rjvdrsed, iherq are several considera¬ 
tions which present themselves* 

There is no d«-ubt that German self- 
complacency received n heavy Jolt, 
when Grea: Hritain refused point 
blank, to countenance ror a momei l 
the proposed violation of Belgian neu¬ 
trality upon tbe part of Germany. Tue 
Kaiser and his associates suddenly 
discovered that tho two nations were 
as wide apart as the poles, in their 
conception of ihe satredness of na¬ 
tional obligations. That treaty which 
tin- Prussians had schooled then 
selves to tonsidcr but s scrap or paptr 
to be repudiated at will they found 
in the eat mat Ion of Great Britain to 
constitute a solemn obligation whose 
Inviolability must te preserved as In¬ 
separably bound up with the natloi.xl 
honor That Great Britain should 
•en go the length of declaring war in 
defense of the principle Involved lu 
signing a treaty to protect and to pre¬ 
serve Belgian neutrality, upset the 
nice calculations which the German.* 
had made, based on an elaborate es¬ 
pionage system, as to the probabilities 
of Great Britain arraying henelf w ith 
the allies against Germany. This was 
sufficient to arouse Prussia^ cboler 
against Great Britain, but floes not 
provide a sufficient explanation of 
the manner in which ihe British peo¬ 
ple have been al .gled out for special 
hatred or why. having become one of 
Germany * enemies. Great Britain 
vhould step up to the moat prominent 
position as Germany's chief opponent. 

The effective part played by tha 
British army and the Brltiah navy 
during tbe first six weeks of the war. 
was undoubtedly very galling to the 
German pride. The manner In which 
the British Aeet. opportunely mobollz- 
*d for review purposes, moved quietly 
across the North Hea and took up Its 
position st the two point- of egress 
for the German fleet, thus locking up 
that fleet upon which the Germans 
had stayed such fond hopes nnd the 
manner in which the British navy in 
practically i nbrokcu silence, through 1 
twelve months, haa held that 
Germany nuvy a helpless u : a bunch 
of toy ships on * mill pond must cer¬ 
tainly have constituted n most bitter 
potion for the Katsi to swallow—and 
be appears to have Leen a rather poor 
hand to take ills medicine, even from 
hi Id hood Similarly, the expedition¬ 
ary force which Great Britain was 
able to throw over Into the north of 
France at the beginning of the war. 
was of but smn'l proportions, but it 
performed prpdlgies of valor, It I nt 
confidence to (lie situation from tha 
Frem-h and Russian viewpoint, it im¬ 
mensely helped to stiffeu the resistance 
with which the t« -rman advance was 
confronted and it played a most prom l 
uont part In keeping the Germans on 
the run in tha*. historic retreat of 
General von Kluck from the very en¬ 
virons of the French capital. Througn- 
out the .-utlre campaign on the wea * 
ern front, the tver growing British 
force, gathered from all parts of the 
empire ha»i constituted the Iny to the 
position of ilia glues* Tho Kaiser hat 
recognized the fact that a decisive de¬ 
feat of tho BritiJh would turn tho 
scales In his favor, hs has launchcJ 


the very Acwer of the whole Prussia* 
-»*ny against the British line* to com¬ 
pass that end—but In valr. Like a 
very Nemesis on his track, British 
courage, British perseverance and 
British fighting spirit will pursue the
